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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The examiner notes the following Reasons for Allowance will supersede the 
previous Reasons for Allowance dated on 1/25/2010. 

The examiner has found that Applicant's Remarks presented on 9/2/2009, along 
with the other remarks presented throughout the prosecution history of the instant 
application, to be persuasive. 

Therefore the examiner notes that independent claims 41, 65, and 79 are 
allowed. 

The examiner notes independent claim 41 was not found to be taught, disclosed, 
or suggested alone or in combination within the prior art found based on the following: 
A computer-implemented method, comprising: 

storing, witli a central processing computer, information regarding a ticl<et 
request or a ticket option request for at least one of a ticket for a portion of an event 
wliicli remains after a start of tiie event and before a completion or a conclusion of tiie 
event and a ticket option for a portion of an event wliicli remains after a start oftlie 
event and before a completion or a conclusion of tiie event, wlierein tiie ticket for a 
portion of tlie event or tlie ticket option for a portion of tlie event is derived from a ticket 
for an entire event, wlierein tlie event is at least one of a game, an athletic event, a 
competition, a performance, a concert, and a tournament, and further wherein the event 
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is an event which tal<es place at or in at least one of a stadium, an arena, a theatre, a 
movie theatre, a concert hall, a museum, and a performance hall, and further wherein 
the ticket for the entire event corresponds to a seat or seats at the at least one of a 
stadium, an arena, a theatre, a movie theatre, a concert hall, a museum, and a 
performance hall, for the event, wherein the ticket for the entire event is purchased from 
a ticket issuer by a first individual having a ticket account, and further wherein the ticket 
for a portion of the event or the ticket option for a portion of the event is purchased by or 
used by a second individual during the event and before the completion or the 
conclusion of the event with a payment for a purchase or a use of the ticket for a portion 
of the event, or a payment for a purchase or a use of the ticket option for a portion of the 
event, being made to the ticket account of the first individual or a ticket account of a 
third individual; 

receiving and storing, with the central processing computer, information 
regarding an available ticket for a portion of an event which remains after a start of the 
event and before a completion or a conclusion of the event either prior to a start or a 
completion or a conclusion of the event or when the first individual or the third individual 
is leaving a venue of the event or leaving the event during the event and prior to a 
completion or a conclusion of the event, wherein the first individual or the third individual 
initiates or establishes a communication link with the central processing computer using 
a first communication device, and further wherein the information regarding an available 
ticket for a portion of an event is transmitted from the first communication device and is 
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received by the central processing computer after tlie communication linl< is initiated or 
establislied; 

processing, witli tlie central processing computer, tlie information regarding a 
ticl<et request or a ticl<et option request for at least one of a ticl<et for a portion of an 
event wliicli remains after a start of tlie event and before a completion or a conclusion 
of tlie event and a ticl<et option for a portion of an event wliicli remains after a start of 
tlie event and before a completion or a conclusion of tlie event, wlierein tlie central 
processing computer processes tlie information regarding a ticl<et request or a ticl<et 
option request using tlie information regarding an available ticket; 

generating, witli tlie central processing computer, at least one of a ticket 
availability message and a ticket option availability message, wlierein tlie at least one of 
a ticket availability message and a ticket option availability message contains 
information regarding at least one of a ticket for a portion of an event wliicli remains 
after a start of the event and before a completion or a conclusion of the event and a 
ticket option for a portion of an event which remains after a start of the event and before 
a completion or a conclusion of the event, wherein the at least one of a ticket availability 
message and a ticket option availability message is generated before a completion or a 
conclusion of the event; and 
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transmitting, from tlie central processing computer, tlie at least one of a ticket 
availability message and a ticket option availability message to a second 
communication device associated witli or used by tlie second individual or a fourth 
individual, wlierein tlie at least one of a ticket availability message and a ticket option 
availability message is transmitted to tlie second communication device before a 
completion or a conclusion of tlie event. 

The examiner notes independent claim 65 was not found to be tauglit, disclosed, 
or suggested alone or in combination within the prior art found based on the following: 
A computer-implemented metliod, comprising: 

receiving and storing, witli a central processing computer, information 
regarding a ticket request or a ticket option request for at least one of a ticket for a 
portion of an event wliicli remains after a start of tlie event and before a completion or a 
conclusion of tlie event and a ticket option for a portion of an event wliicli remains after 
a start of tlie event and before a completion or a conclusion of tlie event, wlierein tlie 
ticket for a portion of tlie event or tlie ticket option for a portion of tlie event is derived 
from a ticket for an entire event, wlierein the event is at least one of a game, an athletic 
event, a competition, a performance, a concert, and a tournament, and further wherein 
the event is an event which takes place at or in at least one of a stadium, an arena, a 
theatre, a movie theatre, a concert hall, a museum, and a performance hall, and further 
wherein the ticket for the entire event corresponds to a seat or seats at the at least one 
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of a stadium, an arena, a theatre, a movie tlieatre, a concert liall, a museum, and a 
performance liall, for tlie event, wlierein tlie ticket for tlie entire event is purcliased from 
a ticl<et issuer by a first individual liaving a ticl<et account, and furtlier wlierein the ticket 
for a portion of the event or the ticket option for a portion of the event is purchased by or 
used by a second individual during the event and before the completion or the 
conclusion of the event with a payment for a purchase or a use of the ticket for a portion 
of the event, or a payment for a purchase or a use of the ticket option for a portion of the 
event, being made to the ticket account of the first individual or a ticket account of a 
third individual; 

receiving and storing, with the central processing computer, information 
regarding an available ticket for a portion of an event which remains after a start of the 
event and before a completion or a conclusion of the event when the first individual or 
the third individual is leaving a venue of the event or leaving the event during the event 
and prior to a completion or a conclusion of the event, wherein the first individual or the 
third individual initiates or establishes a communication link with the central processing 
computer using a first communication device, and further wherein the information 
regarding an available ticket for a portion of an event is transmitted from a first 
communication device and is received by the central processing computer after the 
communication link is initiated or established; 
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processing, with tlie central processing computer, tlie information regarding a 
ticket request or a ticket option request for at least one of a ticket for a portion of an 
event wliicli remains after a start of tlie event and before a completion or a conclusion

A computer-implemented method, comprising: 

storing, with a central processing computer, information regarding a ticl<et 
request for a ticket for a portion of an event which remains after a start of the event and 
before a completion or a conclusion of the event, wherein the ticket for a portion of the 
event is derived from a ticket for an entire event, wherein the event is at least one of a 
game, an athletic event, a competition, a performance, a concert, and a tournament, 
and further wherein the event is an event which takes place at or in at least one of a 
stadium, an arena, a theatre, a movie theatre, a concert hall, a museum, and a 
performance hall, and further wherein the ticket for the entire event corresponds to a 
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seat or seats at the at least one of a stadium, an arena, a theatre, a movie theatre, a 
concert hall, a museum, and a performance hall, for the event, wherein the ticket for the 
entire event is purchased from a ticl<et issuer by a first individual having a ticl<et 
account, and further wherein the ticket for a portion of the event is purchased by or used 
by a second individual during the event and before the completion or the conclusion of 
the event with a payment for a purchase or a use of the ticket for a portion of the event 
being made to the ticket account of the first individual or a ticket account of a third 
individual; 

receiving and storing, with the central processing computer, information 
regarding an available ticket for a portion of an event which remains after a start of the 
event and before a completion or a conclusion of the event either prior to a start or a 
completion or a conclusion of the event or when the first individual or the third individual 
is leaving a venue of the event or leaving the event during the event and prior to a

processing computer processes tlie information regarding tlie ticket request using tlie 
information regarding an available ticket; 

generating, witli tlie central processing computer, a ticket availability 
message, wlierein tlie ticket availability message contains information regarding a ticket 
for a portion of an event whicii remains after a start of the event and before a 
completion or a conclusion of the event, wherein the ticket availability message is 
generated before a completion or a conclusion of the event; and 

transmitting, from the central processing computer, the ticket availability 
message to a second communication device associated with or used by the second 
individual or a fourth individual, wherein the ticket availability message is transmitted to 
the second communication device before a completion or a conclusion of the event.
